War Than Any Other American. 

O matter how good the infantry, artillery or 
cavalry, or how complete equipment or 
munitions, there can be no real defense 

without a competent staff. While France ‘and 
Germany have been con- 
tinually developing their 
staffs to meet modern 
needs, we have been re- 
ducing ours till it is a 
skeleton. 

The staff is the brains. 
the. nerve center of the 
army: Von Moltke once 
said that, even given 
superior enemy soldiers, 
Germany would always 
win because of its staff 
system. 

All preparation for war, 
eitheg of offense or de- 
fense, must begin with the 

staff. The larger the army, the greater must 
be its authority, the more complex and efficient 
its working. It takes:longer to make good staff 
officers than artillery, planes, aviators or infantry. 
Without good staff work, the French could ‘never 
have held their position on the Marne; the Ger- 
mans could never have made their drive into 
France or taken Warsaw and Brest-Litoysk, 

Every new feature of warfare, every additional 
regiment, ‘means greater responsibility for the 
staff. If we could go to war tomorrow with a mil- 
lion trained. men and 5000 guns, we should have 
confusion without an elaborate staff system devel- 
oped before the war to insure team play. 

In Napoteon’s time.a battle front might be a 
mile and a half or two miles long. Napoleon stood 
on a hill surrounded by a few officers watching 
the variation of the tide of battle, and sent gal- 
-| loping aides with orders to his reserves. Toward 
the end of the Civil War we had real team play 
and staff work for the limitation of those days, 
when the General still could have a view of the 
field. Then there were no aeroplanes and guns 
were fired at short ranges by direct aim: Han- 
cock was wounded in the thick of the fighting at 
Gettysburg, directing regiménts in action in per- 
son; and thus Stonewall Jackson was killed at 
Chancellorsville. 

A modern Genera] has about as much business 

near the firing line ‘as the president or general 
manager of a railroad has to act as a train dis- 
patcher. Lee and Meade at Gettysburg had a 
tkree-mile front; Joffre has one of 450 miles. If 
he travels, it is in a motor car, without regard to 
speed regulations. Realistic statues of Generals. 
in action in the future will show them seated on 
the cushions of a limousine or bending over a 
map. The tendenty is to keep our staff in the 
horseback, smoke-powder stage. 


What Modern War Requires 
of lts General Staff 
& it Joffre or Von Hindenburg, he sees not 
BR through field glasses, as did the commander 
of old, but through the eyes of the trained 
staff officers of armies, corps, divisions and bri- 
gades. Joffre can talk over the long-distance to 
Foch or to Douglas Haig or to Kitchener in Lon- 
don.

They succeed 
only because of their infinite training before the

The staff efficiency is best compared to that of 
railroad efficiency. You go into a great railroad 


‘station; a man gives you a tag, which means your 


trunk will be at your destination when you ar- 
rive. ' You go On board'a train whic® leaves at the 
moment stated, The ‘track is kept clear for it, 
though thousands of ‘other trains are running, 
Every engineer, conductor, brakeman, switchman 
and all the innumerable force—each knows his 
duty’ in the system, which is the result of years of 
building. Not until you go. on a very Dadly man- 
aged railroad where traiis are never on time, 
where accidents ‘are frequent and freight perishes, 
does it occur to you ‘how wonderful a railroad 
system is. . | : 3 

In case of a big war, for want of a staff, we 
should ‘have: collisions and accidents, which would 
cost us not the lives of twenty or thirty passen- 
gers, but thousands of men. We could not expect 
our troops to be on tithe or any schedules kept.

mepped: Besides this, the staff has to bandle that 
vast force of human beings. organized into a ma- 
chine in battle, to. make sure all regiments op- 


erate together. | 

A staff ought to have men who know railroad- 
ing as railroad men know it.. The German and 
French’ railroade hav. worked like clockwork in 
this war, They have done the army's service and 
yet kept the maximum: of civil traffic going. That 
requires the most careful adjustment between the 
military and civil heads. You cafnot have it with 
army officers who know nothing of railroading 
trying to work with raitroad officials who know 
nothing of military methoda and requirements. 
Yet our staff has taken no real step toward co- 
operation with the railroads on be big scale in time 


of war.

simple. Sir John Jellicoe makes the command of 
300 ships seem 80 easy that you feel you could 
do it yourself. 

Wherever we have maneuvers of regulars and 
national guardsmen together on a small scale, 
you will see officers hurrying up and down warn- 
ing this or that regiment that it is out of position, 
o: this lot of transport or that lone battery of 
guns that they are on the wrong road: There is 
the same kind of confusion that you will find at 
the first rehearsal of a play. The actors may 
know their lines, but they do not know their parts 
in relation to those of the others. Our officers are 
not to blame. They have had no practice. Noth- 
ing but practice can bring good “staff work” in 
the field. We had it at the close of the Civil War 
apd we could not have fit at the notice of any dig 
war now. 


General Staff Must Foresee 
Every Need War Develops 


HALL I ever forget the first time I saw the 
French army in action, which was at the 
close of thé battle of the Marne? For three 

weeks that army had been fighting, a part of tre 
time retreating. Yet there seemed no confusion.

The are not listened to 
with us; but in Burope, they are—be- 
cause in’ Europe national danger always 
threatens and the armies and navies are 
taken seriously. 

Politics are pretty rife in Hurope, but 
before this war, to any member of the 
Senate or the Chamber of Deputies or 
powerful magnate found saying “If the 
staff will not do this for me, we will 
get rid of the staff,” the staff had only 
to answer: “We are responsible for the 
defense of France, as experts, and we 
insist upon being let alone,” and the 
French people would support the staff. 
Yet the French people rule the army. 

Who in the United States ever thinks 
staff? We hardly 
know of its existence, To say that it is 
responsible for the defense of America 


has no meaning. Nobody has thought/ 


tiat America was in any danger until 
lately. 

Public opinion in the United States is 
omnipotent, and its barometer is the 
press. What American newspaper res- 
ularly employs a military or a naval 
expert to keep watch, as an expert, of 
what the army and navy are doing and 
what Congress ig doing to them? We 
don’t have experts on‘our papers, be- 
cause our public does not demand them, 
though the | ublic in France, where 
they spend $200,000,000 a year on their 
army, and the public in England, where 
they spend $250,000,000 a year on their 
navy, regard it as a duty to see how 
that money is spent. They are just as 
interested as we are in the tariff 
schedule. 

You cam never have any. real pre- 


paredness without critical interest. In/{ 


Germany the Kaiser keeps watch. Our 
Kaiser is the peoplé. They should keep 
watch. Such waste as we have known 
in America in our army and navy ap- 
propriations would be impossible in any 
of the great powers of Europe. Not 
because their army or. navy officers, 
are better than ours, nor because their 
Senators and Congressmen are more 
honest, but because there is a concen- 
trated patriotic interest in the army 
and the navy. It becomes more diffi- 
cult for any man to “slip something” 
over to please his: Constituents, or to 
gratify any army or navy clique which 
has a pull with the legislators. 

One of the most damning things I 
ever heard said about the American 
army and our whole military system 

made by an officer who had been 
able to maintain himself as head of one 
of the departments in Washington for 
many years. 

“Political friendships are most impor- 
tant, in order to get appropriations for 
what you want,” he said. 

No army officer ought to have any 
political associations. The moment he 
tries to use sénatorial or congressional 
influence, he ought to be sent to an 
army post and some hard-working, ef- 
ficient officer out there 
know Senators or Congressmen should 
be brought.to take his place. 

Beth in the British navy and the 
French and German armies this sort of 
thing has been practically banned, by 
the Kaiser in Germany and the public 
tn Bnugland and France.

I wouldn’t be fit for 
ic. A man to command the fleet must 
be physically strong to stand the strain.’’ 
He had partially broken down from 
overwork. 

In other words, he was not thinking 
cf himself; he was thinking of efficien‘ 
command of the fleet. There you get 
the real spirit of the service, the thing 
most universally overlooked in America, 


end usually misunderstood by civilian’ 
secretaries of war. Self must be sacri- 
ficed to team play. The thing is—a good 
army and a good navy, and not that you 
should be well cared for because you are 
ar officer of the army or navy. The 
officer who is brought through West 
Point or Annapolis owes his country a 
great deal, He cannot have any justifia- 
ble: feeling that the nation is under ob- 


ligation to maintain him for life unless} 


he gives the nation as much effort as 
@ man in any other profession. 


Promotion by selection existed in the 
British Navy and the German Army be- 
fore the war. They are applying it now 
in the British Army. The British Navy 
tystem simply means that promotion 
goes by the selection of boards of su- 
periots from Lieutenant ‘to Lieutenant- 
Commander, and so on up to those of- 
ficers who have the best records and 
have shown the most ability and capac- 
it} for command. When you ask if there 
is any favoritism, the answer is, ‘‘Almost 
never—never intentionally. Everyone 
realizes that the fate of the nation is 
with the navy.” 

Two young men come out from 
Annapolis, for example. Both are 
able to pass the mental and physical 
examinations; one may be better 
suited to be a clergyman . than an 
officer of the navy. He stays right 
on, as well as the fellow whom na- 
ture has given the quality of com- 
mand. The Admirals of the British

Pert Regulation« Enrich Boatmen. 

In the morning the  Adriaticus 
picked up the land falls of Messina, but 
instead of making fast to the quay, an- 
chorea her length from it. This ap- 
peared to be a port regulation. It en- 
abies the boatman to earn a living by 
charging passengers two francs for a 
round trip of 60 yards. As the wrecked 
city seems to be populated only by boat- 
ren, rowing passengers ashore is the 
chief Industry. 

The stricken seaport looks as though 
as recently as last week the German 
arnfy had visited it. In France, al- 
though war still continues. towns 
wrecked by the Germans are already 
rabuilt. But Messina, after four years 
of peace, is stillya ruin. No effort that 
is apparent has beén made to restore. it. 
The post cards that were printed at the 
moment of the earthquake show her ex- 
actly as she is today. Within the 
streets no sign of life, with the iInhab- 
jiitants standing idle along the quay, shiv- 

ering in the rain and snow, with for a 
background crumbling walls 9 gins gel-, 
lars and hilis buried under acres of 
fsllen masonry, the picture was one of 
terrible desolation, of neglect and tneffi- 
ciency. The only structures that had 
cbviously been erectéd sinte the. earth- 
quake were the “ready-to-wear” shacks 
sent as a stop-gap from America. One 
should not look critically at a _ ~gift- 
house, but they are ceftainly very ugly. 
In Italy, where every spot is a “loca- 
tion’’ for moving pietures, where the 
street corners are backgrounds for lov- 
ers’ trysts and assassinations, where 
even poverty is picturesuge, and each 
landscape. ‘“composes”’ into a beautiful 
and wondrous painting, the sinc shacks, 
in rigid lines, like the barracks of a 
mining camp, came as a shock. 

Sympathetic Americans sent them as 
only a temporary shelter until Messina 
rosé again. But, it was explaified, as 
there is no rent to pay, the Italians, in- 
stead of rebuilding, prefer to inhabit 
the ready-to-wear houses. How many 
tourists the mere view of them drives 
away no one can guess, 

People who linger in Naples and by 
train to Reggio join the boat at Messina, 
never admit that they followed that 
route to ayG6id being seasick. Seasick- 
ness is an illness of which no one ever 
boasts. He may take pride in saying 
“T’ve an awful cold!” or “I’ve such a 


ij headache I can’t see!” and will expect 


you to feel sorry. But he knows, no 
matter how horribly he suffers from 
mal de mer, he will receive no sympa- 
thy. In a Puck and Punch way he will 
be merely comic. So the passengers 
who come over the side at Messina al- 
ways have an exctise other than that 
they were dodging the sea. It is usually 
that they lost their luggage at Naples 
and had to search for it. As the falian 
railroads, which are operated by the 
Government, always lose your lugzage, 
it is ah admirable excuse. So, also, is 
the one that you delayed in order to 
visit the ruins of Pompell. The number 
of people who have visited mpell 
solely because the bay of Naples was 
in an ugly mood will never be counted.

We left Athens on the first boat that 
was listed for Saloniki. I should hav: 
been very sorry to miss sailing on her. 
During many years on various vessels 
in various seas, she was the most re- 
markable. Every Greck loves to gam- 
ble, but for some reason, or for that 
very reason, for him to gamble on shore 
is by rules and laws made very diffi- 
cult. In consequence, as soon as the 
Hermoupolis raised anchor she became 
a floating gambling hell. 

There were 2% first-class passengers who 
»were in exery way first-class; Greek 
officera, bankers, merchants and depu- 
tles on their way home to prepare ‘or 
the coming election, and their time on 
the steamer from 11 each morning until 
four the next morning was spent in 
dealing baccaret. When the stewards. 
who were among the few persons on 
’ board who did not play, tried to spread 
a table cloth and serve food they were 
indignantly rebuked. 

The most untiring players were e 
captain and the ship’s officers. W - 
ever they found that navigating the ship 
interfered with their baccarat, we came 
to anchor. We should have reached 
Saloniki in a day and a half. We ar- 
rived after four days. And all of each 
day, and a half of each night, we were 
anchored in midstream while the cap- 
tain took the bank. The hills of Euboea 
and the mainland formed a giant funnel 
vf snow, through which the wind roared. 
it swept the ship from bow io stern, 
turning to ice the woodwork, the velvet 
vcushions, even the balnkets. Fortu- 
nately, it was not that kind of a ship 
that supplied sheets, or. we would have 
frozen in our berths. Outside of the en- 
gine rvom, which wus aft, there was no 
neat of any sort; but undaunted, the 
samblers in caps and fur coats, their 
breath rising in icy clouds, crouched 
around the table, their frozen fingers 
fumbling with the cards. 

When we reached Volo the sun was 
shining, and as the day was so beau- 
tiful, the gamblers decided they would 
remain on beard and’ play baccarat. 
The rest cf us explored Volo. On the 
mountains above it, the Twenty-four 
Villages were in sight, nestling on the 
knees of the hills.

An Adequate Navy

‘British Navy Always Ready. 


The work required at the admiralty, 
and still more in the fleet—night and 
day and in all weathers—taxed mental 
and physical endurance to the limit; 
for when war broke out Aug. 1, 1914, 
the British navy was absolutely ready. 
Many complaints have appeared in print 
about the unreadiness of Great Brit- 
ain; but no one who knows anything of 
the facts supposes that these criticisms 
include Great Britain’s navy. 

The United States navy in the early 
part of this century occupied, relatively 
tu others, a very ill-defined position: 
but the increased interest taken in it 
by our people after the Spanish War, 
combined with the destruction of the 
flower of the Russian fleet in the Russo- 
Japanese war and the crushing blow in- 
flicted on the French navy by the 
mal-administration of M. Pelletan, re- 
sulted in placing our navy, about three 
years ago, in a position second only to 
Great Britain’s—a position which it re- 
cently has lost. Due to a common 
origin and language, our navy has al- 
ways followed the British navy, though 
at a somewhat respectful distance; and 
while it is true that in point mechan- 
ical inventions we are ahead, in sea- 
manship, navigation and engineering on 
a par, and in gunnery and tactics not 
far behind, yet we must admit that in 
policy and in policy's first cousin, strat- 
egy, we are very far in the rear. 

There are many reasons why this 
should be, the first being that the sirit- 
ish navy has nearly always lived’ under 
more stimulating conditions than we, 
because the probability of war has 
seemed greater and because the United 
States has underestimated what rea- 
senable probability there has been and 
failed to realize how tremendously dif- 
ficult would be the task of getting ready 
for it. Due to the present war, our 
people have gradually come to see that 
they must get more ships and other ma- 
terial; but they realize this as only a 
measure of urgency, and not as a mat- 
ter of policy. If the emergéncy passes 
us by in safety the people may see in 
this fact only a confirmation of their 
notion that war can be postpqned ad 
infinitum and may, therefore, fail to 
make due precautions for the future 
If so, when we at last become involved 
in a sudden war, we shall be as un- 


some aggressive nation, 


which, fore- 


seeing this, may purposely prepare it- 
self, we shall be more unprepared. 


Few Realize Problem’s Importance. 

A curious phase of the navy question 
in our country is the fact that very 
few people, even the most extreme par- 
tisans for or against a large navy, 
have ever studied it as a problem, and 
endeavored to arrive at a correct solu- 
tion. Few have realized that it is a 


probiem, in the strictest sense of the 


‘word; and that unless one approaches 


it as such his conclusions cannot be 
correct except by accident. 

In Germany, on the other hand, and 
equally in Japan, the question has been 
taken up as a concrete problem, just as 
definite as a problem in engineering

In some places our men have made 
or broadened the roads themselves. This 
section has been extremely busy this 
last week because of the heavy fighting 
on Hartmanns-Wellerkopf and Mr. Hall’s 
car was close to the newly-captured 
trenches, to receive the wounded and 
carry them away, when it was hit. Sev- 
eral drivers of the American ambulance 
have been wounded, but not seriously; 
this is the first death. It will be re- 
called that nearly all of these volunteer 
drivers are young university men: Mr. 
Hall was of the Dartmouth group: It is 
impossible to estimate how much good 
these’ men are doing. Over 90,000 suffer- 
ing soldiers have been cared for by them 
and many lives saved. In Mr. Hali’s sec- 
tion the average time of transit from 
the dressing stations to the field hos- 
pitals has been reduced from four and 
eight hours to about one hour. Section 
4 has been established recently in Lor- 
}raine, and J. C. Hurlburt of St. Louis 
has been put in charge. It will probably 
make as enviable a reputation for itself 
as the others. 

The arrival of the French prisoners di- 
rect from Germany was the reason of 
great crowds at the Gare Chapelle.

I have been covered with mud 
and have slept in mud. But notwith- 
standing all this the men were pictures 
of health. In one place out of @ only 
one was found diling and he had cut 
his finger.

The preparations for this war were 
wonderful and complete. A little ex- 
perience of my own bears somewhat 
upon this. Crossing Siberia three and 
a half years ago we were talking to 
ene of our fellow passengers one day, 
a young German. We spoke of the 
broad guage railway tracks of Russia 
cn which we were traveling. I re- 
marked how impossible it would be for 
foreign engines or cars to enter the 
countrv on that account, in case of 
war. This young German's reply was: 

“Oh, we have looked out for that, 
every engine and car in Germany is 
made with adjustable wheels so there 
would be no difficulty at all.”’

15. —Russian attacks on ihe Austrian po- 
sitions in Kastern Galicia and on the 
Bessarabian front are increasing in in- 
tensity, the Russians repeatedly charg- 
ing in masses, but the assaults all along 
the line have been repulsed, according 
to the official statement by the Austro- 
Hungarian War Office, given cut today 
in Vienna and received here. 


The Russian losses have been fright- 


ful, at one point 1000 dead having. been 
left before the position of an Austrian 
brigade, declares the statement, which 
ie as follows: 

“The battle in Eastern Galicia and on 
the Bessarabian frontier is proceeding.

DIG KITCHEN SINKS AT FRONT 


Tells Women’s “Society a Man Whe

MAN, 78, WHO DIED 


FROM HUNGER AND 
COLD HAD S18 600 


Snug Fortune of Jacob Ropp 
Revealed Through Safety De- 
posit Box Receipt. 


BROTHER NOT SURPRISED 


Food. Given to Him by Poor 
Neighbors—Only One Rela- 
tive in This Country. 


It was discovered yesterday that 
Jacob Ropp, 78-year-old recluse, who 
died of starvation and cold Thurs- 
day, amid surroundings of the direst 
poverty, at 310 Convent street, had 
$18,600 in bank. 

In his squalid room, which contained 
tumble-down furniture of his own 
make, and’ amid dirt and heaped-up 
trash, was found the key to a safe 
deposit box in the Mercantile Trust 
Co. This box was opened yesterday 
afternoon by J. M, Ropp of 1627 Mor- 
gan street, brother of the dead man, 


‘after he had obtained appointment as 


administrator of the estate. The box 
contained a certificate of deposit for 
$18,500 in the Mercantile, and loose 
cash amounting to nearly $100. 

A few dollars of the loose money, to 
say nothing of the sum on deposit, 
would have provided Ropp with food, 
Warmth and care. But the old man, 
according to the testimony of neighbors, 
had only what was given him by others 
who were in,reality almost as poor as 
he appeared to be. 

Refused to Go to Hospital. 

He refused twice, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, to accept a policeman’s sus- 
gestion that he go to the city hospital, 
and he gave the policeman no intima- 
tion that he had any money. When 
the policeman called again Thursday 
Ropp was uncenscious, and he died 
either before leaving the house or in 
an ambulance on the way to the hos- 
pital. On that day, the coldest of the 
winter, there had been no fire in his 
room, and no food except a few moldy 
scraps of bread. 

The first knowledge that Ropp had 
money came through the finding, in his 
room, af a receipt for payment of #0 
cents on the rent of .the deposit box, 
the recefpt being dated Oct. 17, 1914. 

J. M. Ropp, who said he was a la- 
borer, later appeared and took out let- 
ters of administration on his brother's} 
estate. He engaged J. J. Connell, of 
the law. firm of Gubernator, Connell & 
Jones, as counsel, and they visited the 
room together yesterday. A policeman 
went with them. 

Single Window Opened on Alley. 

The room had one window, opening— 
if it was ever opened—on an alley. A 
rude bed, table and chair, all made of 
rough boards and of awkward home- 
made construction, were the furniture. 
Sticks of wood of different sizes, scat- 
tered about, were apparently meant for 
fuel, as the rusty old stove was a 
wood-burning one. The sides of the 
room were heaped with old boxes, bas- 
kets and cloth and paper bags. Some 
bags contained old iron, and some were 
filled with cigar and cigarette stubs 
and other sidewalk pickings. 

Fragments of bread appearing to bo 
two or three months old, were also 
found. But the only article that seemed 
to have any value was the safe deposit 
key, Which the searchers found in over- 
hauling the room. 

The brother and his lawyer went to 
Mercantile Trust Co., and, after 
spending a considerable time in proving 
their right to examine the box, were 
permitted to open it. They found the 
$1£,500 certificate and the sie $100 
cash, 

Broth r Protested Miserly Livies 

The brother said he had seen very lit- 
tle of Ropp. “| went to see him about 
every six months,’ he remarked at the 
trust company, ‘‘and we always ended 
by having a fight over his living the way 
he dia.” He said Ropp was a day !abor- 
er, and that they came from Germany 
together nearly 50 years ago. 

The brother did not seem surprised by 
learning of Ropp'’s wealth. He said 
Ropp had always been a miser. In ap- 
plying for letters of administration, he 
said there might be nephews and nieces 
in Germany, but he did not give their 
names. Neither of the brothers ever 
married, the surviving one said. He 
is 65 years old. | 
_ As administrator, J. M. Ropp has one 
year in which to prepare a report on the 
names of heirs and claimants against 
the estate. He took charge of his broth- 
er’s body. Attorney Cornell, when asked 
about the case by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter last night, said he could not dis- 
cuss his clifent’s affairs, but the facts 
were verified by policemen and officials 
of the Mercantile Trust Co.

COURT DENOUNCES 
MAN WHO WHIPPED 
WIFE AND CHILDREN 


“This Is Case for Whipping 
Post,” Judge Vandeventer of 
East St. Louis Says. 


Riehard Parle, a car inspector, ad- 
mitted in the East St. Louis City Court 
yesterday that he beat his frail wife 


‘and their six small children ‘‘whenever 


he thought they needed it,’’ and was de- 
nounced from the bench by Judge Wil- 
ton M. Vandeventer, who was hearing 
Mrs. Parle’s suit for temporary ali- 
mony. 

Mrs. Parle testified that her husband 
made the children eat scraps of meat 
left by Parle’s four hound dogs, and that 
he made them drink water and soup 
left by the dogs. She said he made her 
and the children sleep in the coal shed 
three successive nights during the win- 
ter a year ago, and, on last Christmas 
eve, dragged her out in the snow and 
whipped their 18-months-old baby with 
a razor strop. 

Parle failéd to deny an. of these 
chafges, but said that he waipped the 
baby “because it wouldn’t mind.” He 
said he was head of the house and had 
a right to whip them. 

Judge Vandeventer, in quivering voice, 
said to Parle: 

“You are the meanest man and the 
biggest brute that ever came into my 
ccurtroom. If your dogs knew how vile 
you were they ould have eaten you. 
This is a case for the whipping post: 
the only -¥ to properly punish you 
would be with a rawhide. I regret that 
this is a civil Gase, and that my power 
over you is not arbitrary.” 

The Parles lived at Eighteenth and 
Market strects. Parle, who is 6 feet tall, 
welghs about 199 pounds. His wife 
velghs about 110. Their oldest child is 12 
years. : 

Mrs. Parle said her husband's provo- 
cation for driving her outside Christmas 
eve consisted in her dropping a chair 
which she was carrying. The noise 
frightened the baby so that it cried, 
and then Parle whipped it, she testi- 
fied, 

‘He made me cook meat for the dogs, 
and when there was not enough to go 
around, he and the dogs ate first, and 
we had what was left,” Mrs. Parle 
told Judge Vandeventer. “He would 
take his own soup out of the pot, and 
set the rest down for the dogs. He 
made the children drink what was left. 

“After he made us sieep in the coal 
shed last winter I left him, but his 
parents persuaded me to take him back, 
During that conversation he struck his 
aged mother with his fist.”’ 

Mrs. Parle is living now with her 
mother, Mrs. Martha Burgess, at Sixth 
street and Market avenue. The Parles 
are about 4 years old, 

Parie earns $980 a month. Judge Van- 
deventer allowed Mrs. Parte 340 and 310 
a week until the divorce suit is tried 
at the March term of court.

SAYS TRANSFUSION 
REVIVES ANIMALS 
APPARENTLY DEAD 


‘Chicagoan Claims Method Will 
Succeed in Asphyxiations 
and Drownings. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 16.—-Dr. W. H. Bur- 


meister, .a, coroner's physician, per- 
formed a.number of experiments today 


in a new and remarkable use of blood 
transfusion, 

Dr. Burmeister expressed the opinion, 
based on his experiments, that it is noe- 
sible to restore to life those apparently 
dead from asphyxiatien, drowning cr. 
other accidents which cut off the supply 
of oxygen. 

Dr. Burmeister has restored to life 
several rabbits and dogs after ther 
have been asphyxiated, and after all 
other artificial means had failed. ‘'he 
operation consisted in the transfusion 
of blood into the veins of the ‘‘dead”’ 
animal, accompanied with the regular 
methods of artificial respiration. 

In explaining his experiments in an 
article in the American Medical Jour- 
nal, Dr. Burmeister explained the es- 
tablishment of emergency stations 
where human red corpuscles could be 
obtained just as pulmotor Stations now 
were being maintained for victims of 
illuminating gas asphyxiation. 

Dr, Burmeister's experiments consist- 
ed in asphyxiating his subjects to a 
point where heart massage, heart stim- 
viants and oxygen administrations 
failed to bring signs of life. The rab- 
bits or dogs then were hung up by 
their hind legs and transfusion made 
into a vein in the ear of each subject. 

‘The reaction in most cases was al- 
most instantaneous,’’ he said, “The 
arimal would begin to breath and the 
heart to contract and expand and in a 
few seconds, despite the fact that artl- 
ficial respiratory means had been inef- 
fective.’’ 

Six of 12 rabbits treated by the trans- 
fusion were restored to normal condl- 
tions in a few minutes. Thirteen of 15 
dogs recovered in a short time, one 
death being caused by blood poison, Dr. 
Burmeister estimated that the trans- 
fusion would prove successful in about 
75 per cent of the cases.

LOSS OF $200,000, 
AT LEAST, INDICATED 


IN BROADWAY BANK 


More Than $150,000 of This by 


. 4000  Depoasitors, . Special 
Commissioner Says. 


A total loss of at isast a quarter of 
a million dollars, by depositors and 
stockholders of the Broadway Bank, 
1701 South Broadway, which closed its 
doors Nov. 8 lest, was indicated by a 
statement made yesterday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter by EB. H. Benolst. 
special bank commissioner, appointed to 
liquidate the bank's affairs. 

Benoist said he hoped the depositors 
would not lose more than 20 per cent. 
As the total of deposits, made by 4400 
depositors, was $792,274.90, a 2 per cent 
loss would be more than $150,000. The 
$100,000 capital stock, held by 118 stock- 
holders, is lost in its entirety. 

Benolst said a payment to depositors 
would be made in April, It may not 
amount to more than 3% per cent of the 
deposits, he said; or it may be 40 per 
cent or more, 

To date. Benoist said, he has collected 
about $250,000 on the assets which have 
come into his hands for liquidation. 
The depositors will get this, and as 
much more as he can obtain. The time 
for a final settlement has not been 
fixed, and it is by no means tertain 
that the depositors will get more than 
50 per cent In all. About 400 depositors 
have failed. thus far, to prove their 
claims, but Benoist hopes to hear from 
most of these before the April pay- 
ment. 

The Bankers Trust Company, now in 
receivership, was the largest holder of 
the Broadway Bank's: stock, having 433 
shares.

Edison Refuses to Make Statement 
Until He Gets Facts. 

WHST ORANGH, N. J., Jan. B-— 
Thomas A. Edison, when asked today 
for a possible explanation of the explo- 
sion on the submarine E-2, said he 
would not make a statement until he 
Thad learned all of the facts regarding 
the accident.

LARGE SUM SPENT 
IN EXPERIMENT TO 
PERFECT BATTERY 


Was Made of Solid Nickel Cells 
and Edison Regarded It as 
Fool and Explosion Proof. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 1.—The Edison 
submarine storage battery, which it has 
been suggested was the possible cause 
of the explosion on the submarine E-?, 
at Brooklyn Navy Yard today, is made 
of solid nickel cells without rivets, 
nails or clasps, welded by electricity. 
This makes it practically impossible, it 
is said, for salt water to work in and 
prepare the way for the formation of 
chlorine gas. 

Edison spent, it is said, a large sum 
and made thousands of experiments be- 
fore he perfected the battery the Gov- 
ernment installed in the B-2. 

As in other storage batteries, the Ed- 
ison has positive and negative plates 
submerged in a jar in electrolyte liquid. 
In the ordinary storage battery these 
sheets are of lead immersed in sul- 
phuric acid. If the Edison battery the 
positive plate in the cell is made up of 
vertical rows of thin perforated steel 
tubes, filled with nickel hydrate. The 
tubes are supported by a light steel 
frame. 

The electrolyte Nquid in the Hdison 
battery is a-solution, not of sulphuric 
acid, but of potash, which fact, it was 
said, made it the only electrolyte bat- 
tery, the elements of which are not at- 
tacked by the solution if left charged 
ot discharged for sometime. 

“When the battery is charged,” said 
Edison tlast April, “hydrogen gas 
forms on the negative plates and oxy- 
gen gas on the positive. These gases, 
in minute bubbles, rise to the surface, 
conveying a small quantity of potash. 
The vent of the Edison cell is a check 
vaive. To get out the gases lift this 
vaive by pressure formed within the 
otherwise hermetically sealed can. [If 
these potash gases were allowed to 
get out they would do no harm, for 
they purify the air.” 

Edison said he regarded his battery 
as gas explosion-foolproof. 

It also has been asserted that the 
cruising range of the submarine may 
be extended from 100 miles to 150 miles 
by the use of the Edison battery.

BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, 
Jan. 15.—Emperor William made 
several public appearances in Berlin 
yesterday, according to the Overseas 
News Agency, which also states that

The Overseas News Agency says: 

“When the Emperor drove through 
the streets to the Chancellor’s resi- 
dence he was joyously cheer ~ by the 
crowd, which remarked that he was 
looking well. The Emperor stayed 
for several hours with the Chancellor, 
in lively conversation with the guests 
and afterward in lengthy conference 
with Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg.” 

Emperor Has Recovered.

The text of Emperor William’s pro- 
nouncement in regard to the celebration 
of his birthday, which is dated from 
German Main Headquarters, Berlin, Jan. 
12, is published In the Imperial Gazette 
as follows: 

“For the second time I shall celebrate 
my birthday amidst the clash of arms. 
Notwithstanding the heroic deeds and 
glorious successes of Germany and her 
allies, a severe battle for existence, im- 
posed upon us by the envy and hatred 
of the great Powers, is not yet ended. 
The heart, mind and strength of the 
German people at the front and at home 
must be concentrated on one great aim, 
namely, to wrest final victory and a 
peace which will guarantee the father- 
land permanentiy—so far as can be de- 
termined humanly—against a repetition 
of hostile attacks. 


Birthday Day of Prayer, 

“T therefore ask that this year. on the 
occasion of my birthday, the customary 
celebrations and congratulatory demon - 
strations be abstained from and that th» 
observance of the occasion be limited 
to silent recollections and prayers. Who- 
ever, on this day, feels himself impelled 
to give further expression of friendiy 
sentiment may do so by making gifts 
for alleviation of the wounds caused by, 
war, or by increased participation in 
war charities. All may be sure of my, 
warmest thanks, 

“May the Lord God further us with 
our arms. May He accept the heavy 
sacrifices which are offered joyfully on 
the altar of the Fatherland to strengta- 
en the foundation of the firm structure 
of the empire and assure the happy fu- 
ture of the German people. 

“I request you to bring this edict. t» 
the knowledge of the public.’’

Discussion of the Baralong was 
taken up in the Reichstag today and 
there was unanimous condemnation 
of the British answer, and a demand 
for reprisals for the deed, which 
Count von Westarp characterized as 
“a monument of disgrace for En- 
gland,” according to the Overseas 
News Agency’s report of the pro- 
ceedings. The Socialist Deputy Moske, 
who spoke in the name of his party, 
the report added, was especially elo- 
quent in condemnation of the British 
reply. . 

Berlin Newspaper Comment, 

The Berlin newspapers, commenting 
on the German Governme eply in 
the Baralong case, approve of the Gov- 
ernment’s decision, according to the 
Overseas News Agency. The newspapers 
express the opinion that the English 
counter proposal is not made in earn- 
est, since the English Government 
knows ‘“‘that no seafaring man will ac- 
quit the Baralong murderers.”’ 
The Vossische Zeitung says that the 
German Government’s standpoint, which 
suggested that the Baralong incident be 
ivdged by English officers, is correct 
and recalls extracts published by Reut- 
er’s Telegram Co., which omitted pas- 
sages “that most certainly will be sheck- 
ing to all candid persons.”’ ’ 
The Lokal Anzeiger concludes its com- 
ment with the words: “There is still 
justice on earth. This ought to be 
known by the Baralong murderers and 
by their protectors.”’ 


Other newspapers protest against pas- 
sages in the British White Book, which 
they say seem to consider the whole 
cate only as a good occasion for jokes. 

British Foreign Secretary Grey, in a 
recent note to Germany submitted 
through the American embassy, offered 
to submit the case of the Baralong and 
feveral other cases in which German 
submarines torpedoed British merchant- 
men to a tribunal of American naval 
efficers. In his note he did not make 
denial of the charges against the crew 
of the Baralong. 


The German Government’s reply says: 
“The British Government answered 
the German memorandum in the Bara- 
long case by expressing doubts on the 
one hand of the correctness of the facts 
memes Swe by the German Govern- 
ment atid by making an accusation on 
the other hand against German military 
and naval forces of having deliberately 
committed countless crimes against in- 
ternational law and humanity which 
had been unpunished, and compared 
with which the alleged offense of the 
Captain and crew of the Baralong 
fades into insignificance. The British 
Government has contented itself with 
mentioning, without any evidence, three 
incidents in connection with naval war- 
fare in which German officers are al- 
leged to have committed atrocities in 
violation of international law. 

“The British Government proposes an 
investigation of these ¢ases by a court 
composed of American naval officers, 
and under this condition is ready to 
submit the Baralong case to the same 
court.”" 

“Unproveked Accusations.” 
"The German Government protests 
most sharply against the unprecedented 
and unprovoked accusations of the Brit- 
ish Government in regard to the Ger- 
man army and navy and the imputation 
that the German authorities have not 
dealt with any such crimes as have 
come to their attention. The German 
arm: and navy in this war observe the 
principles of international law and hu- 
manity and the higher authorities ‘nsist 
that in the event offenses are commit- 
ed they shalt be investigated most close- 
ly and punished sterniy. 

“The three cases mentioned by the 
British Government were Investigated 
thoroughly at the time by competent 
German authorities. 

“First, In the case of the sinking of 
the Arabic by a German submarine, tne 
investigation showed that the submarine 
commander was forced from circum. 
Stances to draw the conclusion that the 
Steamer was attetupting to ram his 
craft. He therefore believed himeeif to 
be acting in justifiable self-defense whea 
he attacked the ship. : 
“The second case mentioned—the at- 
tack of a German destroyer upon a 
British submarine—eccurred in this man.) 
ner: 

“A fight developed in these waters 
between two warships, in which the sub- 
marine defended itself by gunfire. The 
British Government can have little

The blockade in future must be 
tighter instead of looser and nothing 
will impart to it a sterner temper than 
any external interference.” 

Discussing “the freedom of the seas,"’ 
the Spectator says: 

“The British people cannot and will 
not be entangled_in a web of words. 
The State Department at’ Washington 
is served by men of much quicker wit 
and more able pens than our Foreign 
Office and we shall not be surprised t» 
see a victory won by President Wilson 
and Mr. Lansing over the attempts to 
define such words and phrases as 
‘blockade,’ ‘retaliation’ and ‘freedom of 
the seas.’ 

Means to Use Sea Power. 

“They call it a blockade of retention 
as regards war zones and the organic 
development of contraband of war, or 
what you will, but the fact remains 
that, come what may, we mean to use 
our sea power to besiege the Ge:man 
nation, and we are besieging it.’’ 

The Spectator then asks: ““Who dares 
assert that We. ever usef our naval 
power to tyrannize over our neighbors or 
to serve our selfish ends?’’ 

Actual Blockade Looked For. 

That Great Britain will soon an- 
nounce the establishment of an actual 
blockade of Germany and her allies, 
superseding the condition which had 
beén established by the orders in 
council, was stated today by Ameri- 
cans who have been In close con- 
tact with the machinery of the British 
orders in council. 

A person who can speak authorita- 

tively and who has acted as a repre- 
sentative of American interests in con- 
nection with British prize court pro- 
ceedings reviewed today for the Asso- 
ciated Press the evolution of the orders 
in council. He said: 
‘The British Government shows an 
unmistakable tendency now to shift 
around to the persistently expressed 
American contention that the ftnterna- 
tional law which prevatiied before the 
present war, must ultimately govern 
Great Britain’s assertion of her sea 
power. It is well known that when the 
war began the Admiralty urged upon 
the Foreign Office the necessity for the 
declaration of an actual blockade, but 
the latter believed that the suscepti- 
bilities of neutrals could be better met 
by orders in council, and, after the 
adoption of these, the Government be- 
gan its interminable agreements with 
neutrais. 

U. 8S. Blocked Agreements. 
“These agreements ‘might have suc- 
ceeded had if not been for the oppo- 
sition of the United States which took 
the stand from the first that the or- 
ders in council] were illegal and that

Officials believe, however, that 
the declaration would not warrant 
interference with American trade 
with neutral European states, pro- 
vided the goods were not consigned 
ultimately to Germany or Aus- 
tria. Under the orders in council 
such goods are now being detained 
and commandeered. 

The forthcoming American note 
to Great Britain on contraband is 
expected to take up this question 
at length, and vigorously assert 
the right of neutral states to trade 
unmolested among themselves. 

So far the State Department has 
had no official information regard- 
ing a reported purpose of Great 
Britain to abandon the orders in 
council in favor of the blockade.

Former Mayor John M. Chamberlin 
of East St. Louis dismissed yesterday 
Wis election contest against Mayor 
Fred W. Moliman. Cirevit Judge Jett 


declared Moliman elected by a plural- 
ity of 23 votes. The ballots were or- 
dered burned. 

‘The recount, finished Friday, cut 
four votes from Mollman’s majority. 
Chamberlin decided not to carry tke’ 
contest further. 

On the complete recount of the un- | 
disputed ballots, Mollman’s plurality | 
was reduced from 27 to 14, but he | 
gained nine on the disputed ones. The | 
final result was 7736 to 7713, a loss 
for Mollman of 32 votes and for Cnam- 
berlin of 28. 

Mayor Mollman_ said 
would make a change in 
toward the city employes. 

“We will be absolutely firm  here-| 
after,” he said. “There has not been 
loyalty in the departments since I 
was inaugurated. I know of police- 
men who bet on Chamberlin, who were 
holding up the bets until the contest 
was settled. Other city employes were 
on Chamberlin’s contest bond. We 
did not discharge these men because 
we realized their state of mind. Buf 
now they must buckle down or out 
they go. , 

“There may be a little tightening up 
of the morality regulations, too, al- 
though I don’t see how they can be 
much tighter. I'm glad it is all over. 
I'm satisfied, and I hope Mr. Chamber- 
lin is.”’ 

Judge Jett, in declaring Mollman 
elected, spoke highly of the election 
system. He said the small number of 
mistakes and irregularities, consider- 
ing that more than 15,000 votes were 
cast, was remarkable. There was not 
an indication of fraud found during 
the three days of the contest. 

An interesting disclosure in the re- 
count was that women, voting their first 
time, divided their support fairly closely. 
Moliman received 44 per cent and Cham- 
berlain 56 per cent in the 24 precincts 
which were _ tallied. Chamberlain's 
friends had claimed that he was given 
8 per cent of the women’s votes, and 
Moliman, observing the election, be- 
lieved that his opponent got nearly 75 
per cent of them. Chamberlain made a 
special campaign for the women’s votes 
prior to the April election. He attended 
secial functions, visited the differené 
churches and made many promises of 
“cleaning up’” the city. Mollman made 
no special effort. 

In the 24 precincts in which the wom- 
en's vote was tallied separately, Cham- 
berlain received 1181 and Mollman 941.

Thousands 
gathered at the appointed place, chok- 
ing traffic and tendering the new en- 
durance champion and its crew an ova- 
tion new in the annals of motoring. 
Mayor Sebastian of Los Angeles himself 
stepped to the driver’s seat and switchea 
off the ignition. For the first time 
in nearly 44 days the Maxwell motor 
missed its life-giving spark and stoppe:. 

Officially the run was declared ended. 
Practically it will continue for many 
more days, as the car was immediately 
restarted and left for a triumphal tour 
through Southern California and Ari- 
zona, where it will be shown to thou- 
sands of enthusiastic motorists who 
have watched its progress to its cham- 
pionship.

If one 
wishes to ask another, for instance, to 
have 5 o’clock’*tea with him, he writes 
an invitation, takes it to the encamp- 
rent Postoffice, buys a special delivery 
stamp, places it upon the envelope, and 
then drops the note in a box. The Post- 
master, also an intern, does the rest. 
Once every hour special delivery let- 
ters are distributed by messengérs. In 
that way many of the interned are 
given employment and have an oppor- 
tunity to earn extra money. 


“These special Ruhleben delivery 
stamps will become very rare after 
the war,’’ remarked Baron von Taube, 
whereupon Mr. Gerard promptly bought 
a number for his private collection.

One of the greatest problems which} 


from the first of the camp life caused 
considerable trouble and anxiety was 
how to care for the 51 interned British 
saiior boys. Most of these are youngsters 
of the cockney type, who have been 
brought up, if they were brought up at 
all, along the shores. and wharves’ of 
English seaport towns and who, when 
they were big enough to haul a rope, 
were put aboard a British merchantman 
and sent to sea. There probably are 
no boys in England more mischievous 
than this class of youngsters. What 
to do with them, how to keep them quiet 
and in that way bring peace and hap- 
piness to the camp was, indeed, no easy 
problem to deal with. 


At first these boys were distributed 
throughout the camp, so that they were 
to be found in every one of the different 
barracks. In that way complaints 
reached the officials every day... All 
sorts of tricks were played, and while 
suspicion always, or nearly always, 
pointed to the sailor boys as the origi- 
nators and perpetrators, yet very seldom 
could actual proof be established. They 
say nobody is slicker’ than a youngster 
brought up on board.a merchantman.

MUSHROOM HOTELS 


Get Rid of Places They Say 
Help Democrats. ? 


Mayor Believed It Too Sweeping 
in Its Provisions Against 
Cheap Houses. 


It became known at the City Hall 
yesterday that the lodging house bill, 
which apparently was being pushed 


only by civic organizations such as 
the Civic League, in which it orig- 
inated, has the support of Republican 
politicians who are interested in de- 
stroying the so-called “mushroom ho- 
tels” which they declare Democratic 
rivals in river wards have used suc- 
cessfully as vote getters. 

Mayor Kiel vetoed the bill presented 
to him by the Board of Aldermen'a 
week ago in the belief that it would 
put out of business most, if not all, of 
the cheap lodging houses, by requir- 
ing installations of plumbing and re- 
construction of floors and supporting 
walls that could not be complied with. 

To Modify Bill, 

At a Gaucus of the Republican 
Board of Aldermen yesterday, the leg- 
islators accepted the Mayor's decis- 
ion and agreed to modify the bill in 
such manner that it will not force out 
of business any existing lodging 
house, the owners of which are willing 
to make reasonable changes to im- 
prove its safety and sanitation. 

In the bill which the Mayor vetoed, 
the lodging houses are permitted to con- 
tinue the use of double-deck cots for 
two years, but they are required at once 
to install a hydrant, sink and bath tub 
for every 50 beds on the floor. 

If they do install this plumbing, half 
of ‘t would be superfluous in two years, 
the proprietors pointed out, when the 
upper decks of cots must be eliminated. 

Radical.Changes Needed. 

Uther requirements that cannot be 
met, proprietors assert, are eight square 
yards of window space for each 4 
cubic feet of sleeping space. It woud 
require radical alterations of windows 
in many of the buildings now used for 
lodgings, which are, as a rule, so ohi 
that it is doubtful if these changes of 
structural walls could be made safely 
even if the expenses were not pro- 
hibitive. 

Another objection is that the floor of 
bathrooms must be elevated eight inches 
above the floor of the building, which 
Mayor Kiel believes would reinforce tne 
construction of virtually all éxisting 
toilet facilities. 

At the aldermanic caucus yesterday, 
the political aspect of the bill, grow- 
ing out of its effect on ‘‘mushroom ho- 
tels,"”’ was not discussed, according to 
all the aldermen who were questioned. 

The “mushroom hotel’’ was so named 
by politicians because, it is asserted, 
it grows overnight on the eve of an elec- 
tion, in order to supply a place of round- 
up for citizens of voting age, who might 
be attracted by free lodgings. The ‘“‘ho- 
tel” is opened about a month or so be- 
fore a registration and usually closes its 
doors within a day or two after the elec- 
tion. It makes a charge for lodgings, 
but the man in charge lets it be known 
to everyone that he is not obliged to pay 
the charge unless he is so inclined. 

, Attraction to Voters. 

In this way, 650 or even 100 voters 
can be attracted to a precinct who 
otherwise might not register any- 
where. 

It is also asserted that the hotels 
serve as a blind to shield padded 
registration, a fact, established by 
the police in connection with the 
shooting at a recent election of a 
lodger by ‘the proprietor because the 
man refused to pay for his bed by 
voting false names. — 

The new bill to be prepared by the 
Board of Aldermen, it is predicted, 
will contain provisions calculated to 
prevent the opening of “mushroom 
hotels” in ramshackle buildings, but 
will be less stringent than the present 
bill as regards legitimate lodging 
houses now in operation. 

The caucus of Aldermen was par- 
ticipated in by all except Alderman 
Wyrick and Koenig. Wyrick pro- 
tested against a caucus on the ground 
that it was a thing of the past.

Says Figures Do Not 
Always Decide Issues of 
Naval Battle. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Dec. 2.—One superdread- 
nought, two cruisers, one destroyer, 
three submarines and two special service 
ships constitute the program of naval 
building for Japan for the coming year. 
Admiral Kato, Minister for Marine, ex- 
plained the naval expansion project be- 
fore the Budget Committee of the Diet 
in response to an interpellation. 

The battleship will be about the same 
type as the Fuso and Yamashiro, which 
was recently launched, and will carry 
12 14-inch guns and 16 6-inch guns. The 
two cruisers will. have a speed of 2% 
knots. They will probably be in the na- 
ture of light scout ships. Their arma- 
ment has not yet been decided. The 
su®marines will have a displacement of 
700 tons each, a speed of 18 knots on 
the surface and 10 knots in the water, 
and will carry one gun. 

Admiral Kato expressed the opinion 
thatthe war in Europe would not neces- 
sitate any considerable alteration in the 
naval armament of the great Powers. He 
fully recognized, he said, the effective- 
ness of aircraft and submarines as 
weapons of offense as demonstrated in 
the present war, but he believed that 
these facts hardly affected the position 
of the battleship as an engine of war. 

If the Kaiser’s warships dared not 
venture from their own sheltered wa- 
ters, 
British squadrons awaiting them out- 
side. The absence of any great naval 
engagement in Europe must be ascribed 
to the very great difference between 
the British and German navies. 


As for submarines, however actively 
they might work, their activities were 
confined: within certain limits, and they 
could hardly be expected to place the 
great battleships hors du combat. The 
Minister sald that equipment was now 
being provided on ships against air at- 
tacks. .

ALLIES TO WATCH 
CHINA CLOSELY 


Activity of German Agents Leads 
to Exchange of Notes 
With Pekin.

O, Dec. 18,—The attitude of Japan 
and that of the other entente allies to- 
wards the Chinese monarchical move- 
ment will henceforth be that of ‘“‘vigil- 
ance.”” That is the word which appears 
in the brief identical note presented by 
all the allied Powers at Pekin a few 
days ago. The word, it is expected, will 
continue as the keynote of the Powers’ 
policy until some grave event in China 
makes it necessary to translate it into 
“acti " 

Japan ‘ane’ the: Powers have relin- 
quished none, o& their historic rights to 
protect their nationals and the prop- 
erty of their nationals in case of a revo- 
lution in China, but they have, according 
to information here; carefully assured 
the Governmeg at.Pekin that they have 
no intention of interfering in the do- 
mestic affairs -of China, 

As explained in the cable dispatches 
of the Associated Press, the latest com- 
munication from the Powers was en- 
tirely friendly and even soothing in its 
effect on negotiations which, relating in 
a sense to a Chinese internal question, 
were recognized by the Powers as ex- 
ceedingly delicate. 

There is no expectation here that 
Yuan Shi Kai will long delay his en- 
thronement as Emperor. Three or four 
months is the time estimated. Indeed, 
the monarchy restoration issue is re- 
garded-as more or less dead and buried, 
20 far as the Powers are concerned, un- 
less serious outbreaks should accompany 
the restoration. 

What interests the Powers more at 
this time is the question of throwing the 
influence of China in with that of the 
e?tente allies. Now that Japan has 
disapproved the idea of making China 
a party to the entente, it is expected 
that conversations will continue be- 
tween the entente allies to put down 
the alleged German intrigues in China 
which are declared to be directed to- 
wards fomenting difficulties in India, 
Afghanistan and French Indo-China 

The suggestion coming from China 
that Japan should deport Chinese 
refugees, including Sun Yat Sen, has 
caused a widespread discussion of 
the subject here and a general denial 
that Japan is trying by the presence 
of the refugees to further Japanese 
interests in China, Sun Yat Sen is 
living quietly in Tokio. He declines 
to say anything for publication, but 
is accredited generally with the de- 
sire to foment a revolutionary move- 
ment against Yuan Shi Kal. He is fre- 
quently in consultation with fellow 
Chinese and lives the life of a man 
whose time is fully occupied. 

The most representative explana- 
tion of the Japanese viewpoint is 
furnished by the Japan Times, which 
is often officially inspired in its 
articles dealing with foreign rela- 
tions. This viewpoint is thatejust as 
it hag been the pride of the Anglo- 
Saxon peoples not to restrict the lib- 
erty of those seeking their protec- 
tion, and still less to surrender them 
even in the face of strong protest, 
so it is the sentiment of Japan that 
she cannot turn out refugees on the 
strength of unproven charges or in- 
deed of anything short of the actual 
using of Japanese as a base of oper- 
ations against China. 

Refugees Are Unwelceme 

The Times says; “We have no sym- 
pathy with the Chinese refugees. 
Their presence in this country occa- 
sions unnecessary and ill-conceived 
suspicions of Japan, especially since 
the abortive insurrection at Shang- 
hail. But for the established usage of 
the civilized world to offer asylum 
to foreign political refugees Japan 
would most profitably be rid of these 
revolutionaries by ordering their de- 
portation. Frankly, in a sense we 
look upon them as an unwelcome 
burden imposed upon us by civiliza- 
tion and humanity.”

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VALUE OF AN ee 
OVERNED BY ITS 


Expert Points Out a Most Impor- 
tant Point to Be Considered 
by Poultry Breeders. 


By CC. T. PATTERSON, 
Pathologist Missouri Experiment Sta- 


tion, Mountain Grove. 
Much has been said about high rec- 


ords made by héns in the egg-laying 
contests as well as records made by 
hens in the yards of poultry breeders. 
The number of eggs produced is not 
all that should be considered, for an 


egg to be of value shoula pve of good 
"size and shape, and be covered with a 
sound, smooth shell. 

It is fortunate for the poultry indus- 
try that hens’ eggs are all so near the 
same size. Those of the different 
breeds in the national contest at Moun;n- 
tain Grove, Mo., varied in weight from 
2.03 to 2.29 ounces, while the hens 
themselves averaged in weight from 
3.12 to 6.36 pounds, and, strange as it 
may seem, those whose eggs averaged 
2.08 ounces averaged 56.75 pounds, whilo 
the ones whose eggs averaged 2.29 
ounces averaged only 3.40 pounds each. 
In fact it found that the size of the 
hen has 4ittle or no influence on the 
size of an egg. A-four-pound hen will 
lay an egg the same size as one weigh- 
ing eight pounds. 

After studying the poultry business 
from every angle, one recognizes that 
the size and shape of an egg is the one 
thing all breeders can work for, since 
it is the only thing in common with a. 
breeds and varieties. 

In poultry shows the breeders of va- 
rious breeds and varieties cannot enter 
a free-for-all competition on size, shape. 
color, comb, ear lobes, shanks or any 
other characteristic, for they are not 
the same with different breeds, but the 
size and shape of all ezgs should be 
the same, therefore this is one of the 
most important points to be considered 
in breeding. 

An ideal egg should be an _ oblong 
oval, slightly tapering from one end 
to the other and should weigh 21-6 
ounces, or 26 ounces to the dozen. Egg 
markets require them to weigh at least 
% ounces to the dozen. Eggs of this 
size and shape are the correct size to 
fill the standard egg case filler, and if 
incubated will give better results than 
where various sizes and shapes are in- 
cubated together. The old idea that 
round eggs hatch pullets and the longs 
eggs hatch cockerels.is incorrect. Noth- 
ing can be told from the size and shap 
of an egg whether it is fertile or infer- 
tile, or whether it would hatch a cock- 
erel or a pullet, but the shape of an 
ege is a characteristie which is trans- 
mitted to the offspring. 


Prepare Breeders Now 
for Coming Season 


If the breeding pens are not already 
mated, it is time to attend to this. It 
is a good plan, if possible, to have the 
male running with the femaies at least 
a month before you begin to set eggs 
fro mthe pen. 

It is important at this time to give 
the breeding pens such care as will put 
the birds in the best possible conditiun. 
Perhaps the one most important thing 
in raising poultry is vigor in :he breed- 
ing stock. No amount of care will make 
up for lack here. And as the male is 
the parent of all the chicks and is there- 
fore “half the pen,’ he must be a vig- 
orous bird. 

We all want eggs during the winter, 
but if the hens have laid all winter their 
vigor is in some degree impaired, and it 
is all the more essential now, in ad- 
vance of the breeding season, that they 
have specilly good feeding and care. 
If a hen has laid liberally all winter 
her chicks may lack the highest dégree 
of vigor and her eggs may be low in 
fortility. 

After you have mated up your birds 
make as few changes in their quarters 
as possible. Keep them contented. 

You may not need to feed more than 
you have been feeding as the breeding 
season comes on, but you wiil perhaps 
med to feed more judiciously. An all- 
grain diet, without vegetables or meat, 
does not conduce to the production cf 
an abundance of eggs strong in fertility. 
Even if you have been feeding well a::d 
wisely, a change in diet will probably be 
a good thing. 

The male may require special fe:,i- 
ing. Some males wil! not eat enouga to 
keep them in proper condition. If very 
gallant they will sometimes not eat .in‘i! 
the females have dovouied the greater 
amount of the feed. My plan is, ar 
iceast three times in xn week, and some- 
times once a day, if he seems to need 
it, to take the male out of the pen and 
give him all he will eat of the kind of 
feed he likes best, sometimes grain or 
meat, or perhaps, best of all, some stale 
bread soaked in skim milk. If you 
are particular about the chicks you are 
going to get, be sure that the pen. hoth 
males and females, are near the kind 
of birds that suit you. Thete may te 
some way of getting good progeny from 
poor parent stock, but I have never 
found out how it can be done. 

If you plan to natch your chicks in 
March and Aprii this year your success 
may depend quite as much upon what 
you do in January end February as 
upon what you dv in March and April

SIZE AND SHAPE 


IFTEEN HUNDRED laying hens 
Fo in one house are keeping F. G. 
Cohea of Westville, Ok., mid- 
ling busy this winter. The photo- 
graph reproduced herewith show an 
interior view of the poultry house, 
which is a two-story structure, 

The lower floor.is used by the 
birds as a sratching and laying room. 
The entire floorspace is available for 
scratching purposes. There are no 
partitions in the house and the en- 
tire flock has the use of the whole 
house. Sunlight is provided for 
through the continuous opening on 
the south siie. The north side also 


‘ 


has a similar opening. Both are pro- 
vided with curtains to use in stormy 
weather. 

In the upper story, used as a roost- 
ing room, the perches are all built 
on the same level, although the floor 
slopes to the center from both sides 
The perches are movable and may be 
put out of the way with little trou- 
ble when cleaning the house. Venti- 
‘ation is provided by means of the 
‘urtained openings. These admit 
dlenty of air but are wini and draft 
proof. 

Cohea operates a 160-acre farm on 
which his poultry- plant-is located. 
The farm is of such a mature as to

provide excellent runs for the poul- 
try both summer and winter. Timber 
and a spring-fed stream are natural 
advantages that are particularly 
valuable during the summer. 

One of the most interesting - fea- 
tures on this farm is the small silo 
at one end of the poultry house, 
erected exclusively to provide green 
food for the laying flock during the 
winter, It holds 20 tons of silage and 
is filled with green clover during the 
summer. This furnishes succulent 
food for the flock all through the 
winter, when the biris can get no 
green vegetation from their regular 
outdoor run. 


Best Buying Methods 
of Pure-Bred Stock 


Much complaint is heard every spring. 
and to a lesser degree all through the 
year, because buyers of pure-bred stock 
or eggs from a distance have not re- 
ceived what they hoped to get. Unfor- 
tunately, there are a few unscrupul%ils 
poultiv breeders, but there are two sid2s 
to this question, as in everything else. 

In buying poultry. stock or eggs con- 
ditions are such that the purchaser can 
seldom see what he buys. Put shoud 
the buyer be disappointed in what he 
gets, this cannot be taken as prima facie 
evidence that he has gotten a “raw 
dea:.”” 

The buyer, be‘ore placing his order, 
should not expect fe get the best bird 'n 
a high-standard flock for $2, $8 or 4%. 
Tie man who has spent years of time 
labor «nd much moneys in building up 
«a «0d flock cacnot afford to sell ihe 
rick wf his bicds at ihese prices. Tho 
buyer should rememeer, too, that he 
should state just what kind of birds he 
wants. Sometimes even the number or 
the sex of birds is omitted, and such or- 
ders as “Please send me $10 worth of 
your best birds for which check is in- 
closed,’’ are not uncommon. 

The poultryman who is ordering stock 
or eggs should state, of course, whether 
he wishes utility or show birds. FPer- 
haps he has some exceptionally fine 
birds that may have a slight defect 
that could be corrected in the next gen- 
eration by mating with a bird that is 
particularly strong in that line. Thus 
defects in shape, gize or comb, plumage, 
color of eyes and similar features might 
be corrected by proper mating. Should 
the order make all these points clear it 
will be much simpler for the breeder t. 
fill the order in a satisfactory way. In 
many instances it would be well to write 
the breeder before ordering, giving the 
amount one is willing to pay for cers 
tain stock and asking for a full descrip- 
tion of the stock that can be had at tnat 
figure. 


Prof, Quisenberry Will 
Talk at County Show 


You still have an opportunity to enter 
birds at the show to be given this week, 
Jan. 18 to 21, at Webster Groves, by the 
St. Louis County branch of the Missouri 
State Poultry Association. Owing to 
delay in getting out the premium lists, 
President La-Gear and Secretary A. T. 
Tidwell of Webster Groves decided to 
keep the entries open until Monday 
evening, so the opportunity remains to 
enter the competition and the prizes are 
worth while, also the county is an im- 
portant and fast-growing poultry dis- 
trict. 

The latest addition to the county show 
program is a promise from T. C. Quisen- 
berry of the Mountain Grove Experiment 
Station to be present and talk in the 
showrooms Thursday afternoon and 
evening. Mr. Quisenberry, within the 
last year, has added to his fame as a 
peultry expert by the success of the 
poultry department at the Panama-Pa- 
cific Exposition, which was conducted 
under his superintendency.

Poultry Paragraphs 

T is now time to think of incubators, 

| and study should be carefully given 
to the various makes before a pur- 
chase is made. 

Be sure your thermometer is accurate. 
This is best détermined by a compar- 
ison with a physician’s clinical ther- 
mometer. If your thermometer is not 
true, your hatch is very likely to be a 
failure.’ 

It is well to cover your porcelain nest- 
gsgs with a flannel cloth, or something 
s!milar. A porcelain egg becomes very 
ecld in winter and may chill the laying 
ben. 

Do not be afraid to give your birds 
plenty of air during the*cold months. 
Open the doors and windows wide on 
sunny days, but he sure to shut them 
up again before the sun goes down. 

If you have no indoor scratching-bed 
for your hens, clear the snow away from 
the front of the henhouse, so that they 
can be allowed to run outside. 

If your birds show signs of colds, it is 
rrobably due to drafts: There may be 
some cracks near the roosts. 

Feed your birds liberally, especia:ly ai 
the evening meal. This should be given 
early, say about 3 o‘clock, according to 
clhmate,. 

busy hens are profitable ones. Be 
sure the grain you throw into the litter 
is dropped out of sight, which will make 
your hens scratch for it. 

Tf you would have your hens free 
from lice, do not forget their dust-vath. 
If nothing better can be found, sifted 
coal ashes will answer the purpose.

Sour Milk Ration 
Has Economic Value 


“Milk or meat in the ration may mean 
ail the difference betwn profit and !oss,”’ 
declares Hl, L. Kempster, head of the 
}oultry department at the Missouri Ag- 
ricultural College, Columbia. ‘‘We know 
this from our tests at.the Missouri Ex- 
periment Station and from the experience 
of poultrymen everywhere. We got only 
vi eges from a pen of hens that ate no 
animal food, while another pen of hens, 
ro better in any way, but fed on sour 
wilk, laid 1783 eggs in the same time. 
Those fed on beef scraps laid 1802 eggs. 
While this is a higher record than cither 
cf the other, sour milk is so much 
cheaper and easier to get, especially on 
furms, that we recommend it most high- 
lv 

“At 20 cents a dozen, the eggs from 
the hens fed: sour milk would have 
brought $29.71, and those from the hens 
fed on beef scraps $30.03. The differ- 
ence wouldn't begin to pay for the «xtra 
cost and trouble of the beef scraps. But 
the big thing to remember is that the 
hens fed no animal food brought little 
more than half as much egg money. 

“A good sour milk ration ig made up 
cf corn four parts, wheat two parts, 
bran middlings one part, cornmeal one 
part, and feed the milk separately. Give 
06 hens 2% gallons of milk and from 19 
io 20 pounds of other food daily.” 


Sow cabbage, celery and cauliflower 
seeds at intervals, to provide for a suc- 
cession of mants when you want to 
transfer them to boxes to put inte the 
cold frames. 


Give the lettuce in the cold frames an 
airing on warm, sunny days, but be sure 
the soil does not freeze. 


Your eggs will most likely freeze if 


they are not gathered frequently

“The Orient rainstones noted by pseudo-Aristotle and 
oy many other Arabic writers of. medieval times, can 
‘be paralleled by similar rain-making or rain-inducing 
stones in many other parts of the world and among many 
primitive peopics even in modern times. The rain-mak- 
ers of the African tribe of Wahumas, dwelling in the 
region on the great Albert Nyanza. Lake in Central 
Africa, use a black stone in the cqurse of their magic 
tites. This is put into a vessel and water poured over 
it; the pulverizei roots of certain herbs and some blood 
drawn from the veins of a black goat are then mixed 
with the water and the resulting liquid mixture is 
thrown up into the air by the rainmaker. 

“Rock crystal as a rain compeller finds honor among 
the wizards. of the Ta-ta-thi tribe in New South Wales, 
Australia. To bring down rain from the sky one of 
them will break off a fragment from a crystal and cast 
it heavenward, .enwrapping the rest of the erystal in 
feathers. After immersing these with their inclosure 
in water and leaving them to soak for awhile, the whole 
is removed and buried in the earth or hidden away in 
some safe place. 

After enumerating all the well-known Svéaiogs stones 
Volmar in his “Steinbuch,” we are told, proceeds to 
relate that there is-one which produces blindness, an- 
other that enables the wearer to understand the lan- 
guage of birds, still another that saves people from 
drowning, and, finally, one of such sovereign power that 
it brings back the dead to life. However, we are told 
that because of the miraculous virtues of these stones 
God hides them so well that no man can obtain them. 

In the seventeenth century in Denmark, Mr. Kunz finds, 
there can have been no lack of “magic stones,” for it is 
related that one day as King Christian II was strolling 
along the beach he picked up a shining pebble by the 
aid of which he could. render himself invisible at will. 
Similar power was said to exist in stones that could be 
found in ant hills if hot water were thrown onto them 
on St. Walpurgis’ day or St. Hans’ day. The Danes 
of the time also shared in the belief that the stone from 
the lapwing preserved from iliness and sorrow, as did 
the “swallow’s stone” as well. 

“In Middleville, in Herkimer County, N. Y., in a 
calciferous limestone, gray and brownish gray in color, 
there are numerous cavities varying in size from that of 
a pinhead to that of a man’s head. In these cavities are 
found carbonaceous substances such as asphaltum and 
other hard, black hydrocarbons. These cavities also 
frequently show mud or sand adhering to the sides, or 
ud and sand mixed with the petroleum, in which are 


ften found brilliant and transparent rock-crystals, the 


purest of any found in the world. 

“They are unusually perfect hexagonal sith with 
both sets of six pyramid faces—-that is with some slight 
modification, 18 brilliantly polished faces. These are 
especially sought after on account of their great purity, 
and because it is considered that he who wears one will 
have fair weather and secure the blessing of fair sail- 
ing on the sea of life.” 

To a mass of quartz at Jerbourg, Guernsey Island, 
local ‘fancy has attached a wild legend, which finds ex- 
pression in the strange designation of the stones as 
“The Devil's Claw.” 

“The old Chronique de Normandie, which, although 
written much earlier, was first printed in 1576 at Rouen, 
recounts under date of 797 A. D. that Duke Richard, 
when -on his way from one of his strongholds to a 
manor where dwelt a damsel of surpassing beauty, wag 
assailed by the Evil One; but-tike a second St. Michael, 
Duke Richard overcame his dangerous antagonist. See- 
ing that he could not prevail by foree, the Devil had 


recourse to one of his most perilous wiles and changed 
himself into a_beautiful, richly attired maiden. 

“In this disguise he lured Duke Richard to the sea- 
shore and induced him to enter a boat and put out to 
sea. He thus spirited the Duke away to the lonely Isle 
of Guernsey, and at the landing spot, where the Devil 
finally seized his too confiding prey, stands this mass of 
quartz, a deep black splash running right across, in- 
dicating in popular fancy the mark left by the Devil’s 
claws. 

The Peace Stone, whose tranquilizing effects might 
be appreciated in these stormy days, “is formed by the 
union in-one crystal of the green and the red tourmaline, 
with an intervening band or zone of white, the latter 
strikingly beautiful effect being due to the combination 
at this point of the red coloring matter, manganese, and 
the iron constituent, the source of the green hue; these 
two materials, by their union, neutralize each other, 
furnishing the transparent, colorless vein or zone. 

“A slightly different combination of colors appears in 
a fine crystal, found some years ago at Mount Mica, 
Oxford County, Me.; this even offers a kind of ‘triple 
alliance,’ as it shows blue in its lower half, passing 
through white and pink to a grass-green at the upper 
end.” - 

We know that for centuries it has been believed that 
amber necklaces protect children from colds. Dr. Kunz 
deduces the fact that necklaces do not cover the neck! 
In other words, they are worn on the bare throat and 
the opinion prevails that an exposed neck means less 
liability to colds. However— 

Both Juvenal and Martial relate that effeminate Ro- 
mans used to hold balls of amber in their hands to cool 
them during the simmer heat. If any such agreeable 
sensation was really experienced, it must have been due 
to the well-known electric properties of this substance. 
It is stated that the Chinese often place pieces of amber 
on or in their pillows, a use that may have been sug- 
gested by the same considerations. 

“As a proof of the extravagant value set upon amber 
by the Romans of the first century, Pliny notes that 
a very diminutive figure of a man. cut out of this sub- 
stance sold for a higher figure than did a healthy, vig- 
orous slave.” 

Writing of the supposed medical properties of precious 
stones, Mr. Kunz notes that toward the end of the eight- 
eenth century a- famous cordial medicine, called ‘“‘Gas- 
coign’s Powder,”..after the physician who compounded it. 
had an immense vogue in England. This man is said 
to have got more than £50,000 ($250,000). from the sale 

of this single remedy. It is stated to have 
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-\ contained Oriental bezoar (the most important 
| ingredient), white. amber, red coral, crab’s 

' eyes, powdered hartshorn, pearl and blaek crab’s 
claws—“certainly a most incongruous mixture 
and one well calculated_to test the resisting 
powers of the person to whom it was admin- 
istered.” 

Many virtues are attributed to carbuncles. 
It is related that these who wear them can re- 
sist poisons and are preserved from the pest. 
They dissipate sadness, control incontinence, 
avert evil thoughts and dreams, exhilarate the 
soul and foretell misfortunes to man by losing 
their native splendor. 


As a cure for hydrophobia, dog collars set 
with flint and Maltese coral were recommend- 
ed in Roman times; “sacred shells” and herbs 
_ over which magic incantations had been pro- 
‘nounced, were also attached to or inclosed in 
these collars. 

Chinese testimony is cited Soncerning an al- 

ged property of jade: 

“The learned Ko i asserts that the body 
of a man who had taken nearly five pounds of 
jade did not change color after his death, and 
that the body having been exhumed several 
years later did not show the slightest altera- 
tion.. Besides this, it was observed that there 
were gold and jade around the tomb. Since 
then (in China), in the Kan period, the cus- 
tom was followed by embalming the dead 
bodies of the Emperors, and of preserving them 
in a garment ornamented with pearls and in- 
closed in a cast of jade.”

HE first thing I did when I arrived in The 
Hague was to jump into a low-decked cab 
to see if the Peace Palace was-still there. 

I found it was, and looking quite new 
and clean despite the fact that it is un- 
tenanted. I'll confess I wasn’t much im- 
pressed with the huge pile of brick and 

stone built by my fellow townsman, Mr. Andrew Car- 
negie, and I’m sure I caught my cabbie laughing at me 
because I asked sO many questions about it. However, 
the caretakers were positively enthusiastic. about the 
building and after I had paid a 50 cent fee two of them 
assured me that it would be used for its intended pur- 
pose. 


As I was in a hurry to reach the Hotel des Indes I 


gave its empty marble corridors and yawning council 
chambers the “once over” and returned to my cab. 

“Sehr nett, nicht whar?” said the cabbie, who thought 
I was a German. I was tempted to say “nit,” but I re- 
strained myself with an effort. 

Few people I met abroad spoke of the Peace Palace 
seriously and in The Hague the mere mention of An- 
drew Carnegie’s name invariably provoked smilea, or 
laughter. For Holland is in a position know that 
peace in Europe is a remote possibility. hoa her own 
position, geographically and every other way, is a very 
difficult one. : 

If she were to side with the allies, her country would 
be overrun by the Germans and if she linked her for- 
tunes with Germany her rich colonies would be taken 
from her by England and her great mercantile navy 
utterly destroyed. Consequently neutrality is her only 
course. Holland does not want to get “in Dutch” wth 
either side. 

At the outbreak of the war Holland feared that Ger- 
many might attack her. Her army of approximately 
600,000 men was mobilized and is still guarding the 
border. This fear of Germany made her people sym- 
pathize with the allies and for a long time a vast ma- 
jority of the inhabitants were distinctly anti-German. 

Today, however, the majority of the people are more 
afraid,of England than of Germany. The fear of 
a German invasion has been removed while En- 
gland is holding up Holland’s overseas commerce 
and practically blockading her perts.. And, what 
is perhaps more important, a large proportion of 
the people in Holland believe that Germany will 
triumph over her enemies. To favor the winning 
side is a common failing, as everyone knows. 

Here in The Hague the success of the central! 
Powers has made a tremendous impression. And 
there is a general.impression that Sweden is to 
enter the fray next spring to even up old scores 
with Russia, and the Dutch fear that the allies may 
strike at Germany through their borders. 

In spite of various regulations and restrictions, 
Germany has been buying large supplies of fats 
and oils from Holland. The war has made fortunes 
for many people in The Hague, Rotterdam and Am- 
sterdam, but on the whole it has affected the 
country in exactly the opposite manner. The 
mobilization has kept 600,000 men out of 
productive pursuits for 17 months—and in 
a small country like Holland that is a seri- 
ous matter. The expense of maintaining 
the army is a big item-—especially as reven- 
ues have fallen off. The lack of factory 
hands and certain raw materials as well as 
a demorilized market for much of her prod- 
ucts hds had a serious effect. And while ~~ 
Holland is infiitely better off than Switzer- ~ 
land, where conditions have become acute, 
it is far from normal. . ; 

The war has been brovght home to the , ; 
Dutch with a vengeance. Thousands of Bel 
gian refugees ~e across her borders wr

are still being cared for in concentration camps near 
Utrecht. These refugees have made a great impression 
on the Dutch, who have no desire to have their coun- 
try become a second Belgium. 

A great deal has been printed about the wonderful 
natural defenses of Holland, how dykes could be cut 
and the country flooded so as to make invasion impos- 
sible. There is no doubt that a large part of the coun- 
try could be flooded, although it would take several 
days rather than several hours to accomplish it. Still, 
it is extremely doubtful if such heroic measures would 
be resorted to. The Dutch are anxious to preserve 
their neutrality, but from what many Hollanders told 
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me, an invasion, if seriously attempted, would not be 
opposed except by the army. They have no intention 
of destroying their country. 

The Hague is one of the smallest and least distin- 
guished capitals in Europe. It is really only“a suburb 
of Rotterdam, for it is but 25 minutes’ ride by electric 
train. It has a population of about 300,000. Its most 
imposing pile is the unused Peace Palace. The Royal 
Palace looks more like a barracks than a Queen’s resi- 
dence 

However, The Hague gives one the impression of be- 
ing quite an important little. place, especially in the 
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early hours of te evening. Then the narrow little 
streets in the heart of the city are thronged with peo- 
ple and the hotels and coffee houses are filled to over- 
flowing. Of course, there are plenty of uniforms in 
evidence, but what is even more noticeable is the large 
number of Germans, Belgians, Austrians and English 
who are on every side. Like all neutral ee 
the continent, The Hague is a clearing house for 

All the Germans, Belgians, Austrians and English mere 
sees are not spies, but many of them are. They do not 
keep to themselves as one might expect, but chat with 
each other across the tables in the coffee houses and 
bars. 

German, .Belgian and English newspapers are sold 
in the streets, and in large numbers, for the reason that 
there is nothing in the Dutch papers but rumors. Two 
Belgian papers, l’'Echo Belge and La Belgique, are pub- 
lished in Holland, but the Berlin and London papers, 
especially the Berliner Tageblatt and the London Times, 
have the call because a larger proportion of the popu- 
lation reads and speaks either English or German. 

The Hotel des Indes, which is the best hotel in Hol- 
land, is the Mecca of the members of the diplomatic 
eorps. Its prices have advanced slightly since the war 
owing to the increased demand for acto 
In general, however, restaurant prices are the same as 
they were two years ago and one can have a Dutch 
treat for very little money.
